Washiagton at Mount Vernon, Vir- 
ginia. 
Tbe new accession comprises 186 


objects and 
includes 
china 
and 


glassware, furniture, pictures, kitch- 
en utensils, manuscripts and letters 
aad a number ot miscellaneous ar- 
ticles of historical Interest, all of 
which have come to the museum u 
a loan from Mr. Walter G. Peter, of 
this city. Mr. Peter inherited these 
priceless relies from his grand moth- 
er, Mrs. Britannia W. Kennon, ot 
Tudor Place, Georgetown, daughter 
of Martha 
Cuatls. who 
was tbe 


grand daughter of Mra. Washington 
and her first husband. Daniel Parke 
Custis. Thus coming down through 
five generations, they have at last 
been deposited 
by the great great 


great grandson ot Mrs. Washington 
with the national collections. 


Three Old Letters. 


Of especial importance are three 


letters written to Mra. Washington 
upon the death ot General Washing- 
ton. 
They are from George Wash- 


ington Lafayette, son of the mar- 
quis; 
Alexander 
Hamilton 
and 


Henry Knox. 
Mr. Peter has lately 


added four more letters to the col- 
lection, three written 
by General 


Washington 
to Thomas Peter, the 


husband of Martha Custis, and one 
letter written by Thomas Peter to 
.General Washington. A set of red 
and white ivory chessman used by 
the general at Mount Vernon forms 
another interesting feature of the 
exhibit. 
Several pictures are included in 


this collection, two of them depict- 
ing Washington; one a water color 
by William Thornton, and the other 
an engraved portrait, but by far the 
most Interesting object in ttls con- 
nection Is 
the 
Washington relief 


plaque by Champion done in white 
porcelain. 
It is said to be copied 


from Peale's picture ot 1777, which 
shows Washington as a young colo- 
nial officer. 
Surrounding tlie cen- 


tral medallion are the emblems and 
flags of 
thec olonles 
intertwined 


'ith a floral wreath, while below is 


the Washington coat of arms. Like 
the Franklin 
porcelain plaque by 


the same artist, this one of Wash- 
ington has a history of considerable 
interest, made as it was in the fa- 
mous china factory in Brlstrl, Bag- 
land, by Richard Champion, a Brit- 
ish subject, at the time when Wash- 
ington was the hero of the colonies. 


The jewelry Includes a very hand- 


some gold 
watch 
with an extra 


case, face and crystal owned by Mrs. 
Washington, a piece ot a pearl cuff 
button and two gold 
lockets con- 


taining locks of General Washing- 
ton's hair, one of which Is woven 
into a design forming

arms, and was worn by Mrs. Wash- 
ington on a watch chain. 


Wore Conch Buttons. 


Thre conch shell buttons worn by 


the general 
have an 
interesting 


story attached to them. 
It seems 


that wbile walking alone one day in 
Philadelphia, he was accosted by a 
poor Italian, who, ignorant of his 
personality, 
offered 
some conch 


shells for sale, 
and 
pressed his 


wares, insisting that they comprised 
all he had 
In the world 
to sell. 


Washington is credited with having 
remarked, "But, my good man, what 
would I do with your conch shells?"

the 
Insistent Italian 


suggested that he use them to make 
buttons for his overcoat 
Pleased 


with the ready answer, Washington 
purchased them and forthwith had 
a brown velvet 
coat made, upon

As early as 1847, New York con- 


iSidered the 
question

Electricity was lit- 


tle known in those days, and it was

streets would be operated by steam. 
This plan died almost at its incep- 
tion, as the local pride of the citi- 
zens refused to permit the building 
of a project 
that 
would mar the

But in 1866.

tion began for an underground rail- 
way.
